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Residents split in support 
of town center road options

Close to 100 residents turned out 
Monday evening to voice their 
feelings both pro and con on 
foadway alternatives for the town 
center area. 

The meeting, which was run by 
the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority, provided a forum for a 
cross section of citizens to raise 
questions and voice support or 
opposition to three plans outlined 
by consultants from Wallace Floyd 
The plans were offered as 
alternatives to one proposed by the 
Masachusetts Department of Public 
Works last year. 

More than once, consultants 
admitted there is no “perfect 
solution” to Wilmington's traffic 
problems, especially in town 
square. However, they said their 
third option provides the best levels 
of twaffic service to the year 2010, 
affords a chance to develop com 
thuter parking, and opens up 
possibilities for a vital Wilmington 
Town Center, Several residents 
agreed. 

Former selectman Rocco DePas. 
quale urged the WRA to give 
“serious Consideration” to the third 
option since he felt it was “a step in 
the right direction.” 

Domenic Tutela praised the 
"excellent" presentation by 
consultants Wendy Landman and 
Bruce Campbell and noted the 
obvious alternative is the third 
optiin. 

Frank Chin, a traffic engineer for 
Bay Banks, told WRA members 
“we stand here tonight to support 
your efforts.” He said even though 
the third plan would take part of the 
Bay Banks parking lot, he favored 
that alternative and asked to be 
included in any future design plans. 
To do nothing with the center area, 
he added, would be “intolerable.” 

Tony Ardito of Salem Street 
encouraged the WRA to take 
advantage of the state and federal 
funds available for the project. He 
noted the success of other 
communities like Billerica and 
Lexington in the revitilization of 
their town center areas. 

Most outspoken against any 
change in town center was Arthur 
Spear.

"Just widen the bridge and leave 
the damn thing alone,” he said 
Spear explained that he feared the 
disruption such an ambitious 
project would- bring to the 
community. He doubted the project 
would rectify traffic congestion on 
Main Street and get cars off back 
roads, which many believe are used 
as shortcuts around town square 

Campbell said widening the 
bridge would still impact businesses 
at the Rt.62/38 intersection since 
the roads and bridge would still 
have to be raised to comply with 
state regulations 

John Forrest also questioned 
traffic impact, He maintained 
traffic congestion would still be 
evident with four lanes feeding into 
two. past the railroad tracks, 

"It's bumper to bumper right to 

Tewksbury,” he said 

WRA Chairman Jay Donovan 
said his board was working with 
selectmen to widen the road to, 
three lanes up to Rocco's 
Restaurant 

Fay D'Avignon raised concerns 
about wetlands on both sides of 
Church Street where the connector 
road will go. She was told since 
plans are only conceptual at this 
point, the wetland impact will have 
to be addressed by the DPW during 
the design stage. Other residents 
expressed similar concerns about 
the environment and updating a ten 
year old Environmental Impact 
Report 

Other questions covered pro 
posed commuter parking, the 
jughandle connector from Kirk 
Street, raising the bridge an 
additional three feet, left turn 
enforcement, and: the impact on 
town center property owners 

WRA members, for the most 
part, listened quietly to the 
presentation. At one point Vaughn 
Surprenant summed up one reason 
for encouraging changes in town 
center. He said officials "owed" it 
to local businessmen to have 
residents spend their money in 
town 

“We might as well look at all the 
options now. If we don’t look at all 
the options, we're shortchanging 
this town, " he said. 

Campbell urged those present to 
support one of the options for the 
sake of future traffic flow.He said 
town square currently has “a very 
solid F” rating in levels of service 

“You really have to do some. 
thing. Things are not going to stay 
the same; they're going to get 
worse.” he maintained. 

The most candid comments may 
have come from WRA Executive 
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Director Michael Matt 

"Everything we have done so far 
has been conceptual. This is a first 
cut. Nobody knows the environ 
mental impact,” Matt said, adding 
there were also no guarantees as to 
what property will be taken by the 
state. 

The redevelopment authority will 
vote on one option at their next 
meeting and turn their recom 
mendation over to the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen. Residents may 
submit comments until next 
Monday.

IMG hearing focuses on 
site approval, project economics

The president of a company 
which is appealing a local decision 
in order to build condominiums 
under Chapter 774 said last 
Thursday he never applied for site 
approval under the HOP program: 

Ata continued Housing Appeals 
Committee (HAC) hearing, Phillip 
Sloane of IMG told Wilmington 
Town Counsel Alan Altman he had 
never applied for the approval and 
no site approval letter has been 
forthcoming. Such a letter is 
reportedly required before a local 
board of appeals can issue a 
decision on a comprehensive 
permit 

During the lengthy proceedings, 
Altman argued since there was no 
site approval letter, any effort to 
proceed with the state hearing 
would pose “a gross imposition on 
the town 

You haven't even satisfied your 
own requirements,” he told HAC 
Chairman Maurice Corman. 

Corman was adament that "we're 
not going to stop these hearings. 
He explained the developer had 
proposed two options for the 
property off Ballardvale Street 
The first was a rental apartment 
project under the SHARP program 
for 204 units. The second was a 
HOP proposal for 192 condomi 
nium units. 

Corman ruled there was 
sufficient information to continue 
the hearing on the basis of the 
SHARP project. He added he would 
consider the HOP alternative at the 
end of the hearing only if he has a 
site approval letter 
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Thursday's session also delved 
into the alleged uneconomic con 
ditions imposed by the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals, especially 
regarding a sewer hookup 

Sloane estimated the total project 
under the SHARP alternative would 
cost $16.7 million and the project 
under the HOP option would cost 
$19.9 million. Sloane explained if 
IMG followed the town's master 
sewer plan and constructed the 
eastern leg of the sewer system, it 
would cost them two million 
dollars. On the other hand, he said 
if proponents were to follow the 
plan of their own engineers, which 
only partially complies with the 
master plan, the sewer cost would 
only come out to $550,000, Sloane 
concluded it would not be 

‘economically feasible” to comply 
with the town’s requirements 

Last week, Altman had his first 
chance to cross examine Sloane 
Part of the time he attempted to 
back Sloane into a corner and get 
himto admit that the HOP proposal 
is now the only option under 
consideration. Sloane said he didn't 
recall all that followed once the 
board of appeals suggested the new 
HOP program as an alternative 
plan 

When Altman asked why IMG 
didn’t pursue a project under the 
town’s PRD zone, Sloane said that 
wasn't a "viable option” since there 
were (oo many restrictions on the 
site. Sloane pointed to “substantial” 
wetlands which are “all over” and 
which would force proponents to 
cut back on density were they to 
follow local regulations 

Altman raised the issue of access. 
He asked if it were true that the part 
of Ballardvale Street that is under 
consideration as an access road has 


limited or non-access. Sloane sina 
he'd have to review his maps to be 
sure, Altman pointed out that a 
second access has been required by 
the Wilmington Fire Department 
Sloane said proponents intend to 
use the right-of-way to Arlene 
Avenue as an emergency access 

Corman waved aside a request by 
Altman that no decision be made by 
HAC until an Environmental 
Impact Report is filed. When 
Altman asked if Sloane had filed 
with the Conservation Commission, 
Sloane said that was "premature." 
Town Counsel said then it follows 
that the proposal itself is "pre 
mature and speculative” since it's 
hard to locate buildings without 
taking wetlands. into accounts 
Altman was told the wetlands had 
already been Magged. 

Two more sessions on Wil 
mington Arboretum Apartments 
have tentatively been scheduled for 
April 7 and May 3 at 10 a.m, It is 
expected that at that time IMG"s 
engineer will present testimony on 
the controversial sewer require 
ment imposed by the town.

With Wednesday's deadline for 
sewer grants looming, proponents 
of Shawsheen River Estates came 
before the Wilmington Planning 
Board Tuesday to ask members to 
influence selectmen to apply for a 
$500,000 CDAG grant. The grant 
would be used to reduce the alleged 
$2.8 million cost of bringing the 
sewer line from Grove Avenue to 
the project site off Hopkins Street. 

“We're saying basically go after 
this money; we'll get it and give it 
back to you. If we don't get it, 
someone else is going to get it,” 
explained developer Jay Tighe. 
Last week, he offered some con- 
cessions to the town if selectmen 
would apply for the funds, 

Proponents also asked the board 
to write a letter supporting the 
Chap. 774 project. The latest plan 
shows a mix of single family 
homes, duplexes, triplexes, and 
quadplexes totaling 220 units. 

Attorney Carol Rolf said density 
now works out to 4.9 units per 
acre. Included in the 45.2 acre total 
are 17 acres of wetlands and 
floodplain. Rolf said, too, though 
the developer exceeds the 175 units 
set/ by new HOP guidelines, Tighe 
plans to justify the extra units by 
pointing to the excessive sewer 
costs. Under state regulations, she 
added, developers "have to be able 
to make a 15 to 25 percent profit.” 
Tighe is reportedly making a 17.2 
percent profit. 

Tighe told the board several times 
“we need someone to take the bull 
by the horns and tell us what they 
want.” 

For the most part, members 
steered clear of one of the major 
issues consistently brought up by 


neighbors. That issue is a through 
road from Reed Street to Hopkins 
Sureet. Both streets access the 
Property. Members seemed to feel 
traffic can be controlled on a 
through street. Proponents said the 
through street had been suggested 
by town department heads for 
“safety” reasons. No one explained 
what those safety reasons were. 
Tighe asked planners to address 
access as one of their concerns, 

An important issue for members 
was lack of sidewalks in the 
Proposed development. Nancy 
Stouffer pointed out they generally 
require them in local subdivisions 
and felt members should be 
consistent. John Garrett agreed. He 
said since it will be "a very 
congested area” with children, 
sidewalks should be included for 
their protection. 

At one point, consultant Mary 
Daylor of Daylor Consultant 
Group said proponents plan to 
“discourage” families with children 
from buying the units. She 
explained “there are other areas of 
town more conducive to rearing 
children.” 

It. was-pointed out many of the 
units will share a common drive- 
way, none of them will have a 
garage, and restrictions are planned 
on such amenities as pools, decks, 


and sheds, unless homes have no 
basements. Some present feltthere 
could be problems with storage. 

When asked about lot sizes, Rolf 
said the single family units will be 
put on lots ranging from 5,000 to 
10,000 square feet. Other lots will 
range upwards to a 17,000 square 
foot maximun, she added.

A failed septic system in a three 
year old house on Tomahawk Road 
Continues to occupy the attention of 
the Wilmington Board of Health. 
At their meeting Monday night, 
members discussed the idea of 
sending a letter to neighbors in the 
same subdivision explaining what 
happened and suggesting they take 
‘steps to prevent their own systems 
from failing. Health Director Greg 
Erickson said he-was “uncomfor- 
table” with that course of action 
since it would only generate a num- 
ber of phone calls and questions 
which he couldn't answer. 
Apparently, ejector pumps were 
instalied in all the homes with 
downstairs bathrooms. After only 
fourteen months, the system in one 
of the homes failed. Members 
traced the failure to the pump's 
churning action which probably 


~ clogged the system. They said there 


could have been other contributing

colonial homes,” Daylor said of the 
units, which will reportedly have 
the appearance of traditional New 
England homes. A foot trail is also 
being planned which will run from 
the Shawsheen River to the 
Shawsheen School playing field.

Another issue raised was bond- 
ing. Chairman Carole Hamilton 
said the board usually requires 
bonding to make sure developers 
complete a project to their specifi- 
cations.

“recommend anything.” 

Though the meeting wasn't posted 
as a hearing, Hamilton allowed 
several abutters to make brief 
comments. Sandra Volpe asked if 
Proponents were concerned that the 
sewer rate increase will affect the 
units’ affordability. Tighe replied 
he had asked sewer commissioners 
to waive the fee on the HOP units, 

Daye Sweeney of Dorchester 
Street called the draft Environ- 
mental Impact Report "invalid" 
since the town is “dealing with a 
different ballgame at this point.” 
The EIR submitted refers to the 
original condo proposal on the 
same site and not the newest 
Proposal. 

Tighe plans to meet with the 
water and sewer commission this 
Thursday to go over additional 
improvements required by that 
agency and expects to come before 
the Conservation Commission for 
an amended order of conditions. 

Planners said they will submit a 
list of their recommendations to the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals. The 
board of appeals will meet next 
Tuesday at 7p.m. in town hall to 
review the new plan and decide 
whether to issue or deny a 
comprehensive permit for the 
project.

Rezoning proposal 
for Elmer's house 


Article 32 of the warrant for the 
annual town meeting of 
Wilmington (April 16) asks to 
rezone land at the corner of Clark 
Street and Main Street, specifically 
the site of the home which, in 
fecent years, has been called 
"Elmer's House." 

Tt was, for more than 20 years the 
home of Elmer Branscomb, retired 
farmer. He had a beautiful flower 
garden, every summer, a garden 
Which he delighted to show visitors. 

Back in 1871 it was the home of a 
iman named J.R, Gilman. Nothing is 
known about the man, except that 
he possibly lived in Woburn before 
moving to Wilmington. Not much 
is to be gleaned from the town 
records. A woman (widow) named 
Ruth (Russel) Gilman died in 
Wilmington in 1878. She was 85 
years old. 

Was she the widow of J.R 
Gilman? 

Was she the mother of James 
Franklin Gilman? 

George Webster, of Andover 
Street, Wilmington once wrote an 
account — of J.P. Gilman for this 
Paper. 

J.F, Gilman was a limner, a 
person who drew pictures with a 
soft lead pencil. He was possibly 
bor in Billerica, and he was in 
Wilmington in 1871, at which time 
he was about 20 years old. 


It was in 1871 that Gilman drew 
two pictures of what was then the 
William E. Gowing farm on 
Andover Street. One picture was of 
the ‘barn and the farmhouse. The 
farmhouse still stands, the home of 
the Jensen family. 

The other picture, drawn facing 
north, shows a railroad train across 
Andover Street, headed toward 
Lowell. It was on the tracks of the 
Salem & Lowell Railroad. Today 
that right-of-way is called 
Ainsworth Road. 

Gilman also drew pictures of 
some places in Billerica, and then 
moved on, to Vermont. He was an 
instructor in painting and art, in the 
Goddard Seminary, in 1876, and 
had 16 students studying under 
him. 

He lived in Montpelier, Vermont, 
for some years. He left in'1892, to 
work for Mary Baker Eddy, 
Christian Scientist. 

Gilman disappeared, from time 
to time, possibly because of 
straitened circumstances. In 1925 
he drew a picture of the 
Congregational Church in Athol 
This was his last known work. 

There was, in 1871, a Gilman 
family in Wilmington. That was the 
year he made the two drawings of 
Andover Street. 

Was J.R. Gilman, who lived at the 
corner of what is now Clark Street 
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in 1871 the father of J.F. Gilman? 
Or was it a case of transposed 
middle initial? 

When the voters of Wilmington 
debate the proposed change in 
zoning of Elmer's House, in the 


annual town meeting they will be 
discussing property on which the 
house is at least 116 years old, and 
once belonged to a man named 
Gilman. 

It is possible that J.R. Gilman was 
the father of James Franklin 
Gilman, the artist. 


Flouridation

Department of Public Health 
has sent over detailed documen- 
tation to answer questions raised by 
residents at the-last public hearing. 


Fire permits needed 
to burn tree limbs

The first 
was that fire stinks. I've had my full share of soot, and 
now I appreciate Dad's responsibilities more than ever. 
The second is that local history is important, and that right 
now we're all neglecting it terribly. I'm neglecting it, 
you're neglecting it, and the town is neglecting it. 

This is vivid when you can fill a truck with a load of old 
documents, and really have no place to put them. And then 
again, maybe they never should have been secluded in the 
depot in the first place. But, where else would they have 
gone, and where do they go now? 

Has anyone ever suggested a local museum on history? If 
not, you heard it here first. 

What would we do with the museum? Three things - 
preserve, educate, and just simply appreciate! 

Some of the items we'd preserve would be the photos of 
Silver Lake back in the early 1900's, that you would swear 
were taken in another country. Or better yet, the photo 
that I couldn't stop staring at on Saturday. This was 
Perry's old blacksmith shop at the intersection of Rt. 129 
and Woburn Street. The photo portrayed Lowell Street as 
it once was -- a dusty, dirt road. And in the background, 
what is now Avco was a combination of fields and 
woodland, with very few anti-nuclear protestors in view. 

To educate, we'd show local students the yearbook Fred 
came upon from the Congregational Church, published on 
the occasion of its 200th anniversary in 1933. Names like 
Buck, Swain, and Buzzell were easily recognized. In the 
rear flap were best wishes advertisements from North 
Wilmington Tannery, and Esther and Guy Nichols Funeral 
Home. Surprisingly enough, none was to be found from 
Rep. Jim Miceli. 

And to just simply appreciate, this local museum would 
safely (this means a good burglar and fire alarm system) 
display things like the classic photos of fishermen at the 
Shawsheen River in the late 1800's, the Silver Lake ball 
team (what was their record?), an old town meeting 
warrant that appropriated a town budget of some $2,000 
(I'll bet there was no assistant town manager then, Buzz), 
and other artifacts that you could spend a week-end just 
gawking at. 

Where would the museum go? Just pick any one of the 
presently unoccupied public buildings in town. Perhaps 
the Little Red School House would do. Now that it's had a 
tush paint job, maybe a five year plan to make it suitable 
for a local history museum could be put together by the 
fine folks at the historic commission were they given the 
support, both financial and otherwise. 

Meanwhile, the Town Crier is thinking aloud of 
establishing its own archives. In the interim, alot of local 
history is tucked away in a garage. I'll bet old and young 
eyes alike would love to see it. 

Maybe someday. 


One abuttor's view

Local developer Jay Tighe has had a long row to hoe with his 
beleaguered Shawsheen River Estates. He and his partners have 
been forced to change a 414 unit condo proposal to something 
more conducive to the surrounding neighborhood. That project 
-- 220 attached and detached housing units -- will come before 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals next Tuesday night. 

There are admittedly some good aspects to this third plan, The 
cost of the units would certainly be in the affordable range. 
Homes rather than condos would definitely hold more appeal for 
first, time homebuyers who would be eligible for the units. An 
effort has been made to creaté more open green space and less 
roads and-increase the size of the’water mains. And perhaps best 
of all, the units would meet a crying need in this state. 

However, it's hard to overlook some glaring probléms with this 
project. 

Because it falls under the state's 774 law, the development can 
and will bypass local zoning regulations and be taken out of the 
town's control. ‘The planning board, for instance, normally 
requires such things as sidewalks and certain street widths in 
subdivisions. This project will not follow bylaws set up for 
citizen protection. The planning board normally requires 
bonding from the developer to insure he follows the board's 
recommendations. Otherwise he could just walk away before a 
project is complete. There is no such guarantee by the state. 

After the project is built, who will see to road maintenance, if 
the roads are not accepted as town ways, or the upkeep of a 
proposed footpath? Who will oversee the development and make 
sure it will be built to specifications? Who will look out for the 
town’s interest in the years ahead if this project goes through? 
And who will pick up the additional cost of such things as a 
pumping station and trash removal and an increase in sewer rates 
if they are waived for the 66 HOP units? 

Density and its impact is still an important issue. Though 
Proponents claim density will be 4.9 units per acre, in reality it 
would be closer to 7.9 units per acre if you consider only 
buildable land. The project still exceeds state guidelines by 45 
units. And a good portion of the homes will sit on 5,000 to 
10,000 square foot lots. 

Neighbors and some town officials find that kind of density 
unacceptable and rightfully so. Putting the larger quadplexes 30 
or 40 feet from abutter’s property lines, as is being proposed, is 
unacceptable. Traffic projections, which were underestimated in 
the draft EIR, are also unacceptable. Density must be reduced for 
the sake of new homeowners in the development, abutters, and 
the town at large. 

Access should be reviewed.Presently there are three access 
roads proposed. Neighbors have expressed concerns with a 
through road from Reed to Hopkins Street fearing it would be 
used as a shortcut from Wilmington to Billerica.That is a 
legitimate concern. They have suggested a different road 
configuration to avoid through traffic. 

In working with the developer, town department heads have 
nixed that plan for “safety” reasons. But no one will say what 
those reasons are. What about the safety of young children, 
handicapped residents, and the elderly in the impacted 
neighborhoods? Or don't they count? Currently, keeping traffic 
off side streets and on main roads is a priority with town 
selectmen. That should also be kept in mind with Shawsheen 
River Estates. 

There are other issues here as well. Like where do cars park 
with common driveways shared by two to four families, no 
garages, and 24 foot wide streets? What kind of impact will a 
three year construction period have on the three abutting 
neighborhoods or a construction access for trucks have on Reed 
Street? What will the project's impact be on the nearby 
Shawsheen Elementary School or the Shawsheen River?-And 
what will happen when the front abutting parcel off Hopkins 
Street is developed at R20 zoning, as it surely will be one day? 

The developer and his professional staff have tried to address a 
few concerns. They need to go further. It is hoped members of 
the appeals board will weigh carefully all questions which 
continue to be raised before issuing any decision on Shawsheen 
River Estates.

Dear Larz: 

The residents of Oakridge Circle, 
Gowing Road, Marcus Road and 
Park Street feel it is contrary to the 
spirit and intent of the drafters of 
Leg. 774 that land integral to a long 
established single family home 
neighborhood can be developed as 
proposed disregarding present 
town zoning. 

It is maintained that four units 
containing four townhouses each 
for a total of 16 townhouses to be 
located off Oakridge Circle as 
proposed would be irresponsible 
and create a negative impact on 
area residents.

the area was fully developed. It was 
necessary to blast the ledge to lay 
the new water pipes deep enough on 
Oakridge Circle and Marcus Road. 

Individually owned septic systems 
must be cleaned on a regular basis. 
Care and balancing of water input 
and output is essential to maintain 
ground water levels in the area. 
Multiple families sharing one septic 
would be impractical and unwise. 

It is maintained that parking will 
be a problem, as Wilmington 
requires that no cars be parked on 
the street overnight in the winter. It 
is difficult to maintain in-yard 
parking for single family homes on 
a quarter acre or less. This increase 
in traffic and parked Cars raises 
safety concerns for both young and 
old as this is a neighborhood with 
no sidewalks. It is a necessity to 
walk in the road in bad weather.

This article is part of a series of 
articles presented by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington in 
an effort to familiarize the public 
with the work of our town officials 
and to encourage the informed 
participation of citizens in gavern- 
ment. The League will host a public 
"Meet Your Town Officials” 
reception in May giving citizens an 
opportunity to informally meet and 
talk with officials. 

The Conservation Commission 
(concom) is composed of seven 
members, appointed by the town 
manager who serve from one to 
three year terms on a voluntary 
basis without pay. The commission 
employs a full time administrator 
and a part time clerk who maintain 
an office in Town Hall and do much 
of the research and preparation 
necessary to enable the commisison 
to operate effectively. They do not, 
however, vote with members on 
concom issues. The actions of the 
commission on wetland issues are 
governed by state statutes and 
regulations and decisions may be 
appealed to the state, 

The Conservation Commission 
was established for the purpose of 
protecting and promoting the 
natural resources of the town, An 
important responsibility of the 


concom is the administration of the 
Mass. Wetlands Protection Act. 
The commission reviews all 
applicaltions for projects which 
propose work within 100 feet of 
wetlands areas, conduct site inspec- 
tions and often draft “orders of 
condition” to ensure that wetlands 
are not disturbed. Presently, they 
review all building permits and 
monitor projects in cooperation 
with the building inspector, health 
inspector, town engineer, aand 
planning They also work in unison 
with orhter agencies and officials to 
report, investigate, enforce and 
clean up violations such as dumping 
in wetlands. Recently the commis- 
sion has developed a new open 
space plan for Wilmington which, 
as implemented, will protect 
valuable watershed areas and 
wildlife habitats and provide 
opportunities for public reaction. 
The conservation commission 
usually meets on the first and third 
Wednesday of each month. Meeting 
notices are posted in town hall. 
Also, all wetlands protection act 
he gs and meetings are 
advertised in the Town Crier. The 
meetings are open to the public. 
For further information, call 
658-3311, ext. 334 or stop by the 
office in Room 6 of town hall.

A day in the life of Peter Anderson 


In one 24 hour day, Peter 
Anderson's life changed. 

He woke up in the morning with 
the remnants of a bad head cold and 
fell asleep in a hospital bed, won- 
dering if he was going to live or 
die. 

Anderson was almost totally 
paralyzed with a neuromuscular 
disease, and for the past five 
months, he has worked hard to 
achieve a remarkable recovery. 

Anderson was diagnosed as 
having traverse mylitis, an 
inflammation of the nerve track. He 
spent almost one month unable to 
move, but confident he would 
recover, "I had every confidence I 
would do well. I didn't know then 
what I know now: not everybody 
does as well as I have,” he said. 

He now walks with the aid of a 
cane; his therapists at New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital in Woburn 
were originally aiming for him to 
leave the facility sitting upright in a 
wheelchair, He surprised and 
pleased them when he left on his 
own leg power 

Anderson talked about his illness 
ind recovery, and the effects it had 

‘on his family. He has worked in 
hospital settings since he was 16 
years old, and is the director of 
nuclear medicine at Melrose - 
Wakefield Hospital. He and his wife 
Louise live in Wilmington with 
their two children, Gregory and 
Jennifer 

| has a vicious head cold for 
about two weeks; I woke up at eight 
in the morning and thought ‘my 
legs are asleep’ because I had this 
pinching, tingling feeling in them.” 
When he treid to get up a little later 
and his legs wouldn't work, Louise 
drove him to Choate Regional, and 
was later transferred to New 
England Memorial Hospital when 
Choate doctors asked him to sit up 
and he could not do it. From there, 
he was taken to Massachusetts 
General Hospital, where tests were 
run to pinpoint the exact problem. 

He said he doesn’t remember too 
much about his stay at either Choate 
or NMH, only that when he was 
awake, he was afraid he was going 
to die. 

The day after Thanksgiving, 

doctors at MGH told him he did not 
have multiple sclorosis, Guillian- 
Barre, brain tumors, and assorted 
other diseases. They did say that 
everything pointed to his virus, 
which had attacked his spinal 
lumn. He stayed at MGH for 
out two weeks, leaving for New 
sland Rehabilitation Hospital 
with the ability to feel only hot or 
cold sensation. 

My doctors told me they 
expected me to recover fully from 
this," he said, "so T had no reason to 
doubt them." But according to Dr. 
Sungyul Kim, a physiatrist at 
NERH, not everyone with this 


diagnosis does well, but added that 
those who contract it with a virus 
recoveries.

Anderson's physical therapist, 
Tricia Camey, and his occupational 
therapist, Kerri Vale, did not 
expect him to recover as fully and 
as quickly as he did. 

When he checked into NERH on 
December 8, he was able to point 
his toes, and pull himself up into a 
sitting position. When he left nearly 
eight weeks later, he walked out. 

"This place (NERH) impressed 
me so much, I wish I were rich, I'd 
lay a hunk of money on this 
hospital," he said, "I made progress 
right away. I was impressed with 
the nurses, the doctors, and my 
therapists. | guess it's just the 
atmosphere. The nurses are 
unfailingly helpful, and even 
though they were busy, they would 
never fail to come when I rang for 
them." 

"The first couple of days I was 
here, I was depressed, but the 
nurses were so helpful. Then | was 
told I had Tricia for a physical 
therapist, and was told by another 
patient that with her, I had to eat 
nails for breakfast. She worked 
hard with me, and I did everything 
she told me to," he remembered. 

Carney and Vale also remembred 
how hard Anderson worked, and 
while they helped him with his 
therapies, they said he had the 
motivation and determination to 
succeed. 

“Peter was really motivated from 
day one," Vale said. "He never said 


no to anything we asked,” Camey 
added. "He surprised us daily, and 
he had a lot to do with his own 
recovery. He helped motivate the 
whole group.” 

Anderson said Louise and the 
children did not have an easy time 
of his illness, but throughout the 
weeks he was hospitalized they 
would visit and be excited for him 
whenever he acheived a “first,” like 
standing, or awalking, or getting 
back any of the functions he had 
lost. 


've been lucky," he said. "I have 
a picture-perfect marriage, and 
Louise was very confident that | 
would recover. My mother helped 
with the children, but she was a 
little harder to convince that I 
wasn't going to die, Nothing like 
this had ever happened in our 
family, and I had to keep telling her 
T was going to get well.” 

Since leaving NERH, Anderson 
has gone back to work on a part 
time basis, easing himself back into 
the job. He continues his therapy at 
Melrose - Wakefield Hospital on 
the days he is there, and comes back 
to NERH every once in a while to 
say hello to the therapists, nurses, 
and staff who helped him. 

"Every day, I'm getting a little bit 
stronger; I don’t take elevators 
anymore because walking up and 
down stairs is better for me. I'm 
getting back into my life again,” he 
laughed

"We didn't do anything 
for a year or so after the 
moratorium was passed by the 
voters in April 1985, and now we 
have to ask for an extension of a 
year." In order to make sure that all 
of the land is found, the TM told 
this reporter of a plan to have 
everyone in town participate in 
finding all of the missing parcels of 
land. Although plans are not final, 
the basic plan is as follows: 

On July 4, 1988 everyone who 
owns a piece of land in town, must 
come to the Town Hall and pick up 
a specially coded red flag for each 
parcel of land that is owned. All 
flags must be picked up by noon. it 
will then be the responsibility for 
each land owner to have one person 
stand on each parcel of land that he 
owns at exactly 6:00 that afternoon 
and hold the bar-coded flag 
pointing straight up. The NASA 
LANDSAT satellite will pass 
directly over Wilmington at that 
time, and is programmed to 
photograph the entire town. Once 
the photograph is developed, it will 
be examined closely by the Board 
of Selectmen and all plots of land 
where there is nobody standing will 
be classified as "Town Oowned.’ If 
the skies are cloudy at 6:00 that 
day, the same plan will be used on 
the following day, except that the 
time will be 11:00 PM rather than 
6:00 PM and residents will be 
asked to wear sunglasses so they 
will not be blinded by the laser 
flash that will be used by the 
satellite to light up the town while 
the picture is taken, Although it 
will not be necessary to smile, it is 
important that flags be held so that 
they are not hidden by trees 
overhead. '

Affordabale housing force 
makes plans 

It was announced yesterday that 
the Affordable Housing Task Force 
has decided on a three year plan to 
solve Wilmington'’s housing 
problem. All of the details were not 
available at press time but the plan 
outline contains the following: 

Year One 

1) All relatives of Town officials 
wishing to become eligible for 
housing should apply no later than 
the end of 1988. 

2) All low income families 
wishing to be considered for 
housing, in addition to applying 
before the end of the year, must 
post a $10,000 bond with the task 
force. 

Year Two 

1) To avoid condos in 
Wilmington, single family houses 
will be built such that they touch 
each other on two sides. These 
houses will be built on all land 
abutting other towns around the 
entire perimiter of Wilmington. 

2) All single parent families, and 
people over 65 who now own their 
own homes will be assigned one of 
the new units. 

Year Three 

1) The town lines of Wilmington 
which abut other towns will be 
redrawn thereby shrinking the 
entire town of Wilmington by 
approximately one house lot. This 
will ensure that there are still no 
condos in Wilmington. 


New  re-districting 
announced by state 

In order to keep Tewksbury 
representation totally intact, the 
state re-districting board has 
announced the following changes 
for the Town of Wilmington. 
Precinct 1 will now be made part of 
Tewksbury's district, Precinct 4 
will be part of Billerica, Precinct 6 
will be part of Reading, and 
Precinct 2 will merge with 
Andover. Also Precinct 3 will be 
made part of Burlington, and 
Precinct 5 will be part of Woburn. 
Noting that Wilmington no longer 
has a state representative it can call 
its own, a local resident was heard 
to comment; "so what else is new?"

This week and next we will ad- 
dress soil testing and preparation, 
prior to planting our first seeds. 

Before getting into that, I 

Teceived a call this week from a 
reader who asked, “Shouldn't we 
have our peas planted by now? My 
‘grandfather always had his peas in 
the ground by St. Patrick's Day and 
besides, I want to win the Golden 
Pea Spoon Award this year!" (For 
the uninitiated, the first Wilming- 
ton or Tewksbury gardener to 
harvest enough peas for a meal 
wins the Town Crier's annual 
mythical golden pea spoon.) 
My response was that yes, of 
course, you can plant peas as early 
as March 17, but the only real 
advantage in sowing seeds that 
early is to scratch that “itch” to get 
started. I have experimented with 
very early pea planting and the 
results have satisfied me that it is 
better to hold off until Patriots 
Day, give or take five days. Planted 
much earlier than April 20, the pea 
seeds mostly lie there, waiting for 
the soil to dry out and warm up. 

I would estimate that by planting 
your peas around mid March, you 
will harvest your crop a week or 10 
days earlier than if you had planted 
in mid-April. I've noticed also that 
the percentage of seeds which 
germinate is higher - by as much as 
20 percent - if you wait until 
Patriots Day, But enough about 
peas; we will get back to them, and 
onion sets, in two weeks. 

This time of year, garden 
programs and columnists invari- 
ably begin advocating having your 
garden's soil tested, For those 
readers who have only a vague idea 
of what soil testing is all about (and 
why it makes sense to have it done 
every two or three years) the 
following is a quick non-technical 
crash course on the subject. 

All garden soils are either acid or 
alkeline. On a pH (power of 
Hydrogen) scale, 1 is extremely 
acid, 14, the top measurement, is 
maximum alkaline. A peat bog may 
read a pH of 3; conversely an arid 
desert soil might read as high as 11 
or 12. 

A pH of 7 is considered neutral. 
Acidity and alkalinity of soils are 
the direct results of (a) the chemical 
makeup of the rock from which the 
soil is derived, and, (b) the partial 
or complete decomposition of 
vegetation within the soil 

New England soils are typically 
acid, ranging from 5.0 to 6.8. Most 
vegetables thrive in a pH of 6.5 to 
7.0. The significant purpose of a

soil test is to determine the level of 
acidity or alkalinity in that soil, A 
secondary function is to evaluate 
the presence (or lack) of nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potash, the three 
basic fertilizer elements required 
for healthy plant development. 
Micro organisms and chemical. 
elements in the soil work more 
vigorously to make nutrients 
available to plants when the soil is 
neutral (7.0) or just slightly acid. 

The consistently successful 
vegetable gardener checks his/her® 
soil every two or three years to be 
certain the soil is at an optimal pH. 
In this area, Mahoney's Nursery in 
Winchester and the UMass 
Agricultural Extension facility on 
Beaver Street in Waltham will test 
your soil for about $5.00. Alll that 
is required is a plastic sandwich bag 
of topsoil - a cupful is enough ~ 
taken from three or four sections of 
your garden and mixed well. The 
test takes a week or 10 days with 
results being sent to you by mail. 

If your soil tests out at, for 
example, 5.5, there is a simple 
procedure for raising the acid level 
one full point to 6.5. Crushed 
limestone, available at all garden 
supply outlets for a couple of 
dollars for $0 pounds, is spread on 
the surface at a rate of 50 pounds 
per 1000 square feet. Thus, a 
garden measuring 20 x 25 feet (500 
square feet) would need 25 pounds 
of limestone: to do the job. The 
limestone is then turned under 
along with whatever other organio 
materials are available, We will get 
into turning the soil in next week's 
column. 

There is little chance that your 
soil will test higher than 7.5. 
Should this be the case, additional 
organic materials can be added to 
the topsoil, since manures and 
composted leaves contain natural 
acid forming matter, and produce 
acids directly on decomposition. 

If you are unable to have your 
soil tested this spring, make a 
mental note to do it in the fall. 

Yes - you can have a fine. 
vegetable garden without having 
your soil tested. The point here is 
that you may be able to have an 
even more productive garden with 
a pH reading of 6.5 to 7.0. 

The ground is still a bit damp for 
working with a shovel or roto 
tiller. Now is the time, this week- 
end and next, to gather up leaves, 
compost, manure, and perhaps 
some limestone. The weekend of 
April 15-17 will be time enough to 
turn it all under and prepare for 
our first plantings.

“Selling” was once considered an 
effective marketing technique, but 
only for companies that had a staff 
of career-minded salespeople. 
However, in the 80s all that has 
changed. Selling is now a key 
strategy for a much broader range 
of businesses including banking. 

"In banking, selling is now a 
necessity,” said Ken Masson, a local 
businessman who has been training 
and motivating salespeople for 15 
years. "Banks have added so many 
services in the last few years that

the average customer is no longer 
aware of the full range of banking 
services that are available," said 
Masson. Masson's comments were 
made at a recent all-day "Selling 
Skills" workshop in Tewksbury 
that was conducted for the 
Merrimack Valley Chapter of the 
American Institute of Banking 
(AIB). The workshop was attended 
by people from six local banks, 

Masson continued, "Advertising 
is effective in getting out the word 
on bank services, but only to an 
extent." Masson, who is a 
marketing officer at First Bank in 
Chelmsford said, "For various 
reasons there is still a larger 
segment of people who are not 
reached by bank advertising. As a 
result, these people have a limited 
knowledge of what is available at 
banks to satisfy their unmet 
financial needs.” 

“For that reason, banks are now 
spending more time and money on 
training their customer-contact 
people in the basics of selling,” 
Masson said. Recent studies have 
supported this trend, According to 
research conducted by several bank 
organizations, “most bank 
customers want their bankers to do 
more selling." 

Should the public be concerned 
that their local bankers will be 
throwing "sales lines” at them right 
and left? According to Masson, 
who came to banking from 
insurance marketing, "banks prefer 


usiness 


to view selling as a consulting 
function. We are training the 
people now to help the customer 
find the right services to satisfy 
their unmet financial need.” 

Have banks been successful in 
selling? Masson says that it has been 
a slow process for many but some 
are having successful results. He 
referred to one success story that 
was recently reported by the 
American Bankers Association. 
"The bank sold on average 1.07 
services to every new customer 
who walked into the bank. Out of 
every customer, only seven left 
with a second service. The bank 
then took on an extensive program 
to train and motivate its customer- 
contact people in the skills of 
selling. After one year, the 
accounts per new customer average 


was up to 2.4. In other words, to 
every 100 customers, they wre 
selling 240 accounts," 

Masson said, "Banks are taking on 
a similar sales philosophy to that 
mentioned in the book The One 
Minute Sales Person. The selling 
Purpose is to help people get the 
good feeling they want about what 
they bought and about themselves."

But when No Trespassing signs 
Pop up around a bass pond, then it’s 
time for a jihad -- a holy war, 

‘Break out the helmets, kids. Ames 
Pond in Tewksbury is the latest 
Outdoors resource to slip out of our 
grasp, and others are following. 

It seems Met Life owns Ames -- 
yes, owns it -- and they don't want 
anybody to use it for fishing, 
boating or anything else. The legal 
liability is too expensive, company 
sources Say, and the easiest way to 
keep the lawyers at bay is to post 
the pond. 


Rumor has it that "No Trespas-

sing" will be enforced on Ames 
Pond starting next month, but Met 
Tech Park project engineer Dave 
Montarani hasn't been at his desk or 
returned any calls I've made, 

But just this week the Tewksbury 
Conservation Commission said that 
the nature trail behind the buildings 
will be open to the public, but not 
the water, A letter was sent to Met 
Life asking what they intended, and 
that was the answer, 

This story is a tricky one, which 
involves bass, old English law and 
lawyers. The bottom line, though, 
is that we're all being kicked off the 
best, and only, bass pond in town. 

Gordie Lutz of Tewksbury says 
he regularly catches 5-pounder bass 
in Ames, and a former state record 
crappie -- 3 pounds, 10 ounces -- 
was taken there. Emphasis on was. 


. is the root of 
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Ames is not a natural pond, which 
the problem. Under 
the so-called "colonial ordi ‘d 


ordinances, 
» dating back to the 1600s, any "great 


natural pond” of ten acres or more 
must have a public access. 

The Massachusetts Public Access 
Board is in charge of providing 
access to all such ponds, but Ames 
just doesn’t apply. 

A dam was built at the south end 
of an existing puddle some years 
ago to power Kendall's Mill. The 
dam artificially raises the water 
level, putting Ames Pond in the 
Same Category as a cranberry bog 
or mill pond, Public access is not an 
issue -- it's a private body of water. 

When Met Life bought the land 
around Ames, they picked up the 
entire pond -- water, shore and the 
land under the water. They could 
be held liable for negligence and 
sued if Uncle Ralph fell out of the 
boat and drowned, so to avoid law- 
‘Suits they want to post the pond. 

But is it right? Should Met Life 
be allowed to close the pond like 
that? If they had plans to use the 
pond for some sort of "working" 
use, like a mill or a hatchery, then it 
might be a fair proposition. Met 
Life manager Bob Emslie once 
called the pond "an esthetic selling 
point" for the new office-research 
Properties on the shore. 

In short, Ames Pond is planned as 
a decoration. As for the bass and 
pickerel there, sorry. No. 


Except that some people like to 
fish in Ames Pond, and many feel 
that the pond should be a public 
way. The law says the pond is 
private property, but some folks 
don't agree. 

Enter the Shawsheen Watershed 
Environmental Action Team (or 
S.W.E.A.T.) 


For the past three years, Ames 
has been the site of a S.W.E.A.T, 
ice-fishing derby, to raise money. 
for their annual Great Race to the 
‘Sea. Ames is part of the watershed 
feeding the Shawsheen River. 

The Tewksbury environmental 
group is starting up a movement 
called Save Ames Pond, according 
to club officer Jack Barry, but their 
hopes are slim. 

Tewksbury's Conservation Com- 
mission is looking at the no tres- 
passing measure, as is state Rep. 
Jim Miceli. So far, everything is in 
the information-gathering stage, 
but look for a lot of noise about 
Ames Pond in the very near future. 

And while I'm on the subject, 
Foster's Pond in Andover, near the 
Wilmington border and the site 
where many a Wilmington angler 
was taught to fish, is in the same 
sorry state. The pond has a dam, 
which makes it private property, 
and folks have posted most of the 
shoreline, A small patch through 
the woods off Route 125 is the only 
land that can be used. A local angler 
last week told me he took his 
daughter to Foster's Pond, only to 
have some local schmuck throw 

rocks at him to chase him off. 


Round Pond in Tewksbury, and 
Long-Sought-For in Westford, are 
both "natural ponds” that are big 
enough to require public access, but 
neither have it. It seems we have an 
access problem here! 

Fishing season is now upon us, 
but we're suddenly being denied 
access to certain waters, just as the 
hunter has been denied the use of so 
many of fields and woods over the 
years. 

But closing off public access to 
bass fishing ponds? We'll just see 
about that ... !

Andrew Jackson par- 
ticipated in the greatest number 
of duels: more than one hun- 
dred in his lifetime. 

According to Marquis James, 
author of “The Life of Andrew 
Jackson,” Jackson may have 
been the luckiest man alive in 
his day. He was not only an 
extremely fortunate duelist, he 
managed to survive the first 


assassination attempt made on 
a president. On January 20, 
1835, Jackson was attending the 
funeral of Congressman Warren

Davis, of South Carolina, when 
suddenly an Englishman by the 
name of Richard Lawrence 
(who later claimed to be the 


heir to the British throne) 


stormed up to Jackson and fired 
a pistol twice at point- blank 
range. The firing caps exploded 
each time, but miraculously the 
bullets never discharged. Later, 
@ gun expert tested the gun and 
determined that it had been

seen in almost 78 years explains 
a lot about what Burlington is 
today, how it got that way and 
where it might be going. 

“There was a time in the '50s 
and early '60s when Burlington 
was the fastest growing little 
town in the East," says 
Fogelberg. ‘“‘We had that 
distinction. I don’t know if that’s 
good or bad.”” 

The fastest growing little 
town started off as a part of 
Woburn. In fact, not too long 
ago, Burlington had been 
Woburn for as long as it had 
been Burlington. Fogelberg 
attended the eighth grade at the 
Union School, site of the Bank of 
Boston today, the only school in 
town then — a four-become- 
eight-room building, featuring 
indoor toilets. He had to return 
to Woburn for his high school 
education in 1924 

Burlington High's first 
graduating class finished in 
1940. “Most of those boys didn't 
stay for graduation — things 
were kind of tough at that 
time,” says Fogelberg. “We got 
into the war a few years later 
and for the next couple of years, 
things were pretty rough. 

“Of course, this was a small 
town then,” he continues. “The 
graduating class size was 
something like 30. That's a big 
difference from the biggest 
graduating class we ever had 
which was well over 500 about 10 
or 12 years ago.” 

According to Fogelberg, the 
student population has 
decreased by more than 50 
percent since 1972, and is now 


below 4,000. 

“Prior to the first world war, 
we were a very small town, 
maybe about 600 or 700 people, 
and all farmers,” he says. “The 
only industry was the ham- 
works.” 

The contrast between then 
and now is dramatic. 
“Burlington started to grow in 
1949,"" he says. “That was the 
year the people really faced up 
to the problem that we had to 
have water in town. The 
Burlington Water District was 
inaugurated then — it was 
practically forced upon 
because people were moving 
into town and building houses. 
The lots were small, and there 
was no real regulation of size. 

“Houses and little camps 
were being built close to one 
another with a well for drinking 
water on one side and a cesspool 
for discharge on the other,” he 
says. “The threat of a serious 
health problem really became 
Paramount in people's 
thinking.” 

The Burlington Water Distict 
lasted 20 years and is part of the 
Department of Public Works 
now. But solving the water 
problem didn’t account for the 
boom entirely. “At the same 
time between 1948 and 1951, 
Route 128 practically went 
through the center of town,” 
Says Fogelberg. ‘‘And that 
opened up Burlington to 
everything. We could get to 
Boston in a hurry.

Last minute tax tips

Bob Bingo loved to indulge 
spending sprees with the excuse 
“Hey, it’s deductible! 

Flings included a fancy 
leather briefcase, a first-class 
stereo and a two-week vacation 
in the Caribbean. These pur- 
chases and more he dismissed 
with a casual wave of his credit 
card — and a hefty writeoff at 
tax time. 

Then Congress changed the 
rules. Tax reform: 

Eliminated the sales tax 
deduction; 

Phased out the deduction for 
consumer interest — including 
interest on car payments, bank 
loans and credit card finance 
charges — so that by 1991, the 
deduction will be gone com- 
pletely; 

Curtailed deductions for 
miscellaneous itemized ex- 


Bob was crestfallen. The cost 
of instant gratification was 
about to rise sharply. He had 
two choices: he could either 1) 
accept the increased out-of- 
pocket expense, or 2) change 
the way he spent his paycheck. 
“Guess I better change,” he 
said gloomily.

year. The new tax law has 
prompted consumers across the 
country to realize that while the 
government hopes they will buy 
to ‘keep the economy going,” it 
will find it worthwhile to rethink 
the way they spend and save. 

Generally, you might con- 
side! 

Paying credit cards and 
consumer loans. Interest on 
loans for investment pt 
remains deductible to the extent 
of your investment income. But 
for so-called consumer debt, the 
new tax law says that for the 
1987 tax year, only 65 percent of 
the interest is deductible; in 
1988, 40 percent; in 1989, 20. 
percent; in 1990, 10 percent. 
This declining deduction means 
that the real cost of holding 
consumer debt grows year by 
year. To cut the expense, pay 
off the debt. 

Paying cash for costly items. 
Without the deduction, 
borrowing money is less at- 
tractive. Try saving up and 
buying that big-ticket item with 
cash instead — be it a car, home 
improvements, stereo or boat. 
By “saving” through such 
vehicles as certificates of 
deposit or government 
securities, you'll be bringing 
interest in instead of paying it 
out. If you must borrow, look for 
low-cost financing: such loans 
may be available through sales 
dealers or even your life in- 
surance policy.

Minnesota Vikings under Bud 
Grant, whom he replaced on 
Grant’s retirement. 

Fired a year later from the 
Vikings, he joined the Patriots 
in 1985 under Raymond Berry. 

But what about that mid-life 
crisis of 19? Steckel said he 
wanted answers at 19 — “the 
truth” — which for him became 
a commitment to Christianity. 
Frankly acknowledging he 
could not imagine ‘a worse 
arena’ for a Christian than the 
NFL, with its explicit emphasis 
on competition, drive and 
success, he nonetheless 
maintains a high-profile 
Christian identity. 

“Can a defensive lineman be 
a Christian — and a good one? " 
one member of the audience 
shouted to Steckel. 

The coach replied that the 
NFL's best defensive lineman, 
in his view — Philadelphia's 
Reggie White — is also a 
minister. 

Yet despite Steckel’s seeming 
acknowledgement of 
Christianity in his early youth, 
he said he remained totally 
driven, a self-oriented per- 
fectionist and workaholic for 
two decades, still undergoing 
midlife crises and wondering

For Steckel, what matters has 
foundation in his faith. A 
member of the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes and an active 
layman in his own church, his 
prescription carries a simple, 
personal conviction. 

And the men, boys — and 
woman — who had gathered at 
Stoneham's First Baptist were 
clearly taken with the earnest 
and youthful coach and former 
marine. The boys’ eyes, in 
particular, seemed to shine with 
the guaranteed delight in heroes 
that comes, guaranteed, with 
the turf. 

Les Steckel affirms that he 
eschews self and the world’s 
values — and wants to see 
youngsters do the same. In what 
may be a mild irony, his 
Biblical quotation evokes a 
close parallel with the lyrics of 
two other, somewhat older, 
popular heroes of what may or 
may not be another generation 
and another view — John 
Lennon and Paul McCartney:

KEEP IT IN THE FAMILY 

A majority (68 percent) of 
family business owners intend 
to keep ownership in the family, 
according to a survey con- 
ducted by Laventhol & Horwath 
(L&H), the national accounting 
and consulting firm, and the 
American Management 
Association. 

“The family-owned business 
is the predominant method of 
doing business in America 
today,’ explained David Love, 
Managing Partner of L&H’'s 
Boston office. ‘‘Yet, 
historically, these enterprises 
have a high mortality rate 
because family business owners 
often fail to correct the unique 
problems they face.’ 

Estimates of family business 
failures also indicate that most 
do not survive until the second 
generation can take over, In 
addition to the normal changes 
faced by all businesses, family- 
owned firms must deal with 
management succession 
problems and sibling rivalries, 
as well as other intra-family 
struggles for authority and “a 


greater piece of the pie,” said 
Love. Questions of authority 
and succession posed 
significant problems for many 
of the owners surveyed. Forty- 
two percent would rather sell 
their businesses outright if no 
family member was available 
to succeed them. Only 2 percent 
of owners would consider going 
public and a majority (59

An Interview with 


Demi Moore 


The difference Is astonishing 
between the Demi Moore of two 
years ago and the Demi Moore 
who is making the promotional 
rounds for her latest flick, The 
Seventh Sign. Then engaged to 
Emilio Estevez and cast as one 
of four stars in About Last 
Night, she came across as shy, 
almost demure. Then it was 
straight hair pulled behind her 
ears, a modest, Victorian-look- 
ing engagement ring on her 
finger and sedate clothing. 

Now she is carrying the film, 
her first child and sporting an 
engagement ring/wedding ring 
combo that is catchy, flashy and 
large. The long auburn hair is 
permed into a wild, attractive 
mass of curls, the clothes do not 
Jook off the rack and the lips and 
nails are bright red. 

But it’s not just her ap- 
pearance. There is a certain 
zest, an animation and ease that 
indicate a confidence that just 
wasn’t there that last time the 
lady hit the promotional road. 

Married since November to 
Bruce Willis, the 25-year-old 
actress with the distinctive 
raspy voice is starring in The 
Seventh Sign. In the film she

“A lot of people want to touch 
your stomach, people are very 
gentle with you, accommo- 
dating. You can see why some 
‘women really like it and go and 
have many. I guess it’s the 
attention, the affection.”” 

As the pregnant, suburban 
Abby, Moore plays a woman far 
removed from anything else she 
has tackled before, as Abby is a

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Spring/summer fix-up projects made simple

The @ reason why there's a 
spring. Nou only does it provide a 
respite from the winter-wearies, it 
also allows breathing space before 
the onslaught of summer heat. 

And if it weren't for spring, 
when would we do spring clean- 
ing? 


SPRING HAS SPRUNG 

Spring is the season for spruc- 
ing up, fixing up, and generally 
taking stock. After a long, hard 
winter, even the best-maintained 
home can look a little weather- 
beaten. 


Now is the time to check the 
insulation around doors and win- 
dows — particularly attic win- 
dows — and replace weatherstrip- 
ping and recaulk as necessary. 

Check attic insulation to make 
sure it's adequate. If your rooms 
were drafty and chilly last winter, 
you can bet you'll bake this sum- 
mer. 


If your home is air conditioned, 
conduct a pre-summer systems 
check of your equipment. Dirty 
filters will prevent the efficient 
so remove 


and wash them. 

Check exposed coils to make 
sure they're free of debris such as 
pine needles, dirt or cat hair. In 
window units that are permanent- 
ly installed, check drain lines to 
make sure that water is draining 
properly 

Inside and outside cooling fins 
should be vacuumed.

Whatever your opinion;-a three-

For 
larger rooms, a 52-inch fan works 
best. 

Whole-house fans are extremely 
effective in cooling houses and cir- 
culating air on all but the hottest 
days. They are usually installed in 
an attic floor, although they can 
be installed in a wall, gable or 
window. Whole-house fans are 
normally operated at night when 
outside air is cooler than air inside 
the house. 


HEAT UP

of metal. (A hole every four inches 
should be sufficient.) Use one-and- 
one-third-inch short aluminum 
rivets to make a neat and very 
strong repair.

Know that imitations exist. Re- 
member that 18th century 
were revived and reproduced 
throughout the 19th century, and 
that knockoffs of 20th century 
classics (like the Marcel Breuer 
chair or Mies van der Rohe's fa- 
mous 1930 couch) are widely avail- 
able. The best defenses against 
-stright frauds is to work with a 
reputable dealer and to know 
what you're looking for. 


Do your homework. It’s really 
the best place to start, and it's a 
labor of love for true collectors 
who are interested in a chosen 
field or period. 


By dipping into the wealth of 
documentary material on an- 
tiques, you'll know that country- 
of-origin stamps only began to be 
used about 1890. So if a piece says 
“Made in England,” you can be 
fairly certain it was made after 
1890. 


Also, you'll not be deceived by 
something called a “Chippendale 
sideboard” — it’s a simple fact 
that 18th century cabinetmakers 
did not make sideboards. 


For 20th century collectibles, 
the scholarship is thinner, 
some good books are available, No 
matter the period, read up on it, 
and become familiar with the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics (mark- 
ings, patterns, places of manufac- 
ture) that other collectors prize. 

Adapt and use antiques. Since 


but ~ 


most of us are not museum cura- 
tors, many dealers suggest we 
loosen our purist respect for an- 
tiques and make sure we can real- 
ly use them in the home. Case in 
point: Lamps made from the 
many Chinese porcelain vases that 
were into England in the 
17th and 18th centuries. “How 
many vases can you use?” asks 
one dealer. “But you can never 
have too many lovely lamps.” 


Cultivate the dealers in your 
collecting field. Since most an- 
tiques shops and vintage furniture 
stores are small, private business- 
es owned and operated by a fami- 
ly or individual, part of your shop- 
ping fun should come from chat- 
ting with the proprietor. Make use 
of this conversation. 

For example, most dealers are 
glad to take “want” lists, if you 
don't see just what you're looking 
for. Also, don't be afraid to ask 
questions, to ask for advice, to ask 
about alternatives in your price 
range. Ask, too, if your purchase 
will have trade-in value should 
you want to upgrade later. 

Ferret out “as is” treasures. Ask 
the dealer about a back room or 
warehouse where he might be 
storing pieces that have yet to be 
made ready for sale. 

If you see something you like 
that hasn't been refurbished, you 
may be able to discuss choices of 
color or fabric with the shop 
owner. For the vintage furniture 
collector, some dealers keep rolls 
of mint-condition vintage vinyl to 


Redecorating 


Redecorating your home is a 
major financial investment and, of 
course, you want it to turn out just 
right. No matter how eclectic, or 
personal or expressionistic interi- 
ors are this year, an interior de- 
signer still can help you create a 
pulled-together Jook that you will 
relish for years. 

Good interior designers .can be 
found through recommendations 
by friends, local furniture store 
referrals or newspaper ads. Once 
you find someone, set about build- 
ing a good rapport — communica- 
tion is the key to making it work. 

@ Find out if the designer’ is a 
member of the American Society 
of Interior Designers or other pro- 
fessional organizations, Members 
of such organizations keep abreast 
of the latest trends and design 
techniques, and they probably 
have access to furniture sources 
and materials that aren't open to 
the public. 

‘© Comb through interior design 
magazines and show the designer 
‘pictures of what appeals to you, 
and what doesn't. 

@ Ask to see some of their fin- 
ished residential projects. Good 
designers are proud of their work 
and will be happy to arrange a 
brief tour of the homes they've 
done, if it’s at all possible. 

Do you need a formal dining 
room for entertaining? Do you re- 
serve the living room for visitors, 
or do you really live in it all the 
time? Is hand-painted silk ideal, or 


do you need fabrics and carpeting 


that resist staining. How you need 
furnishings, carpeting, window 
coverings and lighting to function 
are key issues to discuss with a 
potential designer.

Locally, a vein of brilliant 
deep green marble runs south 
from Vermont through Western 
Massachusetts, with extremely 
high quality marble found in 
Westfield.

But very few local 
quarries are working these 
days, he said, and noted that 
with the price, it is less ex- 
pensive to buy the marble 
overseas.

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The proper home financing for you?

You and your spouse are on 
Cloud Nine because you've found 
the house of your dreams. Unfor- 
tunately, now it's time to wake up 
to reality and ask the question: 
How are we going to pay for it? 

If Aunt Martha didn’t leave you 
her estate or you don't strike it 
rich in a lottery, you will have to 
finance your dream home. 

Financing a home is the most 
complicated monetary 
investment/transaction in which 
most people will ever be involved 
But it doesn’t have to be a night- 
marish experience. A little pre- 
Planning and the willingness to 

_ Shop around can make the process 
easier, reduce the possibility that 
your loan application will be re- 
jected, and ensure that you get the 
best possible terms. 


DO WE QUALIFY? 

Qualifying for a home mortgage 
today is different than a few years 
ago. There are almost as many 
qualifying formulas as there are 
loan types — and there are a lot. 

FHA-insured and VA-guaran- 
teed loans often are the only types 
of financing possible for the first- 
time buyer or others squeaking by 
on a minimal down payment and 
marginal income. 

Loans insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration have leni- 
ent buyer qualifications compared 
with other types of loans. The 
FHA insures full payment of the 
mortgage to the lender, and will 
loan a maximum of $90,000. 

Generally, FHA's qualification 
guidelines say a buyer may not 
spend more than 38 percent of his 
net monthly income for mortgage 
payments (principal and interest), 
real estate taxes, insurance and 
utility bills. 

Loans guaranteed by the Veter- 
ans Administration can be ob-

guarantees up to $27,500 of the 
loan, or 60 percent of the proper- 
ty’s value, whichever is less. The 
VA will loan a maximum of 
$135,000. 

Conventional home loans usual- 
ly carry tougher qualification 
standards and require more of a 
down payment. But with private 
mortgage insurance, a convention- 
al loan can be as high as 95 per- 
cent of the purchase price. 

A loan of no more than 80 per- 
cent of the property's value does 
not require PMI coverage. And 
without the PMI cost, the loan ap- 
plicant is more likely to qualify 
for the loan. 

Qualification formulas for con- 
ventional loans vary because of 
the range of loan types offered in 
today’s market. But, generally, 
lenders require that borrowers 
spend no more than 25 percent of 
their gross monthly income on 
mortgage payments, and no more 
than 33 percent for all housing-re- 
lated costs. 


FIXED OR ADJUSTABLE? 

Once you have an idea of the 
type of loan you can secure, you 
must decide which kind of mort- 
gage best fits your needs. 

The basic fixed-rate mortgage 
is again America’s clearly pre- 
ferred type of home loan. But 
there also are new concepts ap- 
pealing to many home buyers. 

About 88 percent of home* 
buyers who obtain new mortgage 
financing go for a fixed-rate loan, 
according to the National Board 
of Realtors. A fixed-rate loan is 
simple: Its rate doesn't change, its 
monthly payment doesn’t change. 
And it’s paid off in 15 or 30 years, 
depending on the length of the 
loan, 

The main advantage of this type 
of loan is that the payment re- 
mains the same, even if interest 
rates go up. The disadvantage is 


venient. 


that if the overall interest rates go 
down, your rate on a traditional 
mortgage will not. You would 
have to refinance, a transaction 
that can cost thousands of dollars, 
to take advantage of the lower 
rates. 

While the basic fixed-rate 30- 
year mortgage is the most popular 
in today’s market, the 15-year 
mortgage is becoming increasing- 
ly popular. The difference in 
monthly payments between a 15- 
year and 30-year mortgage is sur- 
prisingly small. And the savings in 
interests costs is huge. For exam- 
ple, total interest payments on a 
30-year loan of $100,000 at 10 per- 
cent amount to $215,926. But inter- 
est payments on a 15-year loan at 
9.75 percent comes to $90,685 — 
15-year mortgages often carry 
ightly lower interest rates than 
-year loans. 
Adjustable-rate 


mortgages 


which became popular in the early 
1980s when interest rates were 
much higher, can be complex. 

ARMs are advantageous be- 
cause their rates start out lower 
than fixed rates. But, depending 
on how the interest rate fluctu- 
ates, these mortgages can sky- 
rocket past the fixed-rate figure. 

ARMs are-good to consider if 
you believe: a) that rates are going 
to fall to levels lower than they 
are today; or, b) you plan to keep 
your house only for a few years, 
and an ARM looks less expensive 
in the short term. 


SPEEDING UP THE PROCESS 

If you're looking to pay off your 
loan in a shorter period of time, 
one option to consider is a biweek- 
ly mortgage. With this loan, the 
borrower simply makes half of the 
regular monthly payment every 
two weeks. Because there are 26 


two-week periods in-a year, the 
equivalent of 13 monthly pay- 
ments is made each year. This re- 
duces the term of a 30-year mort- 
Gage to about 16 to 22 years. 

‘The biweekly payment schedule 
can be used with both 30- and 15- 
year mortgage loans. 
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If you need quick approval on a 
Joan — you can’t wait the months 
it often takes for a standard loan 
to be approved — look for a quick- 
processing loan. These loans are 
usually closed within two to three 
weeks from the day the applica- 
tion is completed.
